A Couple Plying their Trade at 
Wentzville, Mo. 


They Have a Preliminary Examination Before 
U.S. Commissioner Warde To-Day. 


Bernard Windon and Hankey Thielen, alias 
Frank Myer, wele charged before 
United States Commissioner Warde 
with passing counterfeit coins. The two men 
were arrested last Thursday at Wentz- 
ville, St. Charles County, by 
City Marshal James A, Daniel. From the evi- 
dence ot Marshal Daniel it appears 
that the two men arrived at 
Wentzville on the freight train. 
They then went tothe store of Koeniz Bros.,

Although Mr. Jamcs P. Beck walked into the 
Times-Journal office Saturday night and took 
possession of the establishment,as the purchas- 
erfrom Mr. Chambers, it is by no means set- 
tled that the troubles of the unfortunate paper 
areatanend.

There is no defense.

After such a letter as the above, it was 
mean of Reavis ever to let anybody know 
that the life of James P. Beck inthe Fu- 
ture Great City was really an autobiogra- 
phy, and that $50 had been paid for ‘the 
insertion of that candid tribute to the vir- 
tues of a good and great man. With this 
fact well understood, the shy modesties 
which blossom like timid violets in the life 
of the bashful Beck become as beautiful as 
his youth was precocious. 

After exhausting the circle of polite let- 
ters at eighteen, he studied medi- 
cine, much against his will, 
and published a book which proved 
that a great lawyer was of necessity a great 
physician, and, acting onthe reversibleness 
of his theory, “‘he rapidly rose in his pro- 
fession until he has become widely known 
as one of the most successful managers of 
causes known to the profession.”’ 

Cesar, like Mr. Beck, always referred to 
himself in the third person, an indentity of 
taste which does the imperial Roman infi- 
nite credit, but Cesar, probably because 
he had not the same foundations in fact, 
never summed up his perfections like this: 

‘Reserved, silent, unobtrusive, always in-

Not content with showing 
up his fife in Boston as an imbecile Lovelace, 
the circle of whose sins being only bounded 
by the circumference of his opportunities, a 
borrower upon principle, and a boozing cleri- 
cal sot on acredit basis, De Young followed 
Kalloch to Kansas and pitilessly advertised 
every omission and commission of a life that 
was certainly open to animadversion. It was 
his innings, and, having finished Kalloch, he 
took up Kallocn’s father and proved him to 
have been a bigoted, sniveling scoundrel, 
who both by precept and example made his 
son the moral and physical wreck he was. 

Everybody thought Kalloch was crushed, 
but he was not. In reply, without attempt- 
ing to defend or deny, he marshaled evidence 
to prove that De Young was one of the ilie- 
gitimate children ef a Cincinnati street 
walker and a base dealer in second-hand

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| Some Interesting Reminiscences of the

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What the Mississippi Desperado’s Relatives 
Have to Say for Him. 


[From the Washington Post. | 

Numerous Washington correspondents are 
employing their time just now in writing imaz- 
inary sketches of the late Capt. Dixon, who 
was murdered in Mississippi the other day. 
The Washington ‘‘blunderer’’ of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial fills a column or so with a 
weak invention of bis in regard to the life 
and bistery of the deceased. It is full of er- 
rors and iwisrepresentation. Senator Bruce 
bas positively refused to express himsalf to 
anybody on the subject of the Yazoo affair, 
and yet this correspondent writes an interview 
with him. 

From &n old citizen of Fauquier county, Va., 
the Post has vbtained some facts ot interest 
concerning the Dixon family. They resided in 
that county, and Henry M. Dixon,Sr., father 
of the murdered tnan, had four children—two 
sons andtwo dauxhters. Ile was a violent, 
quarrelsome man, and was constantly involved 
in some bitter feud. In 1860 he voted for Lin- 
coln for President, not because he believed in 
Republican principles, but simply to dety 
pablic sentiment. He wasarabid pro-slavery 
man,but his quarrelsome nature had embroiled 
him with so many that he seemed to cherish a 


feeling of resentment against the commnunoitv. 
Not long before the war broke out—perhaps a 
year or so—Dixon whipped a boy pretty se- 
verely, and a warrant, charging him with as- 
sault and battery, was sworn out against him. 
The constable, in whose hands it was placed, 
refnsed to serve the warrant. and Dr. T. Clay 
Maddox, now of Baltimore, Md., volunteered 
to perform the duty. While he was dismounting 
from his horse, warrant in hand, in front ot Dix- 
on’s house, the latter fired at him, wonnding 
him inthe side. Dixon was indicted and tried 
for this act, but was acquitted, he preducing 
testimony to show that Maddox was moved by 
personal hostility in serving the warrant, and 
not by a desire toenforce the law; that he 
(Dixon) had reason to fear Maddox,and fired 
in self-detense. During the war Dixon, Sr., 
obtained an appointmentin Washington from 
President Lincoin, because ot the vote he cast 
for him, and, it seems, held the position until 
after the death of the President. A year or 
wore after the war had ended Dixon was lo- 
cated at Alexandria. One day he was seated, 
with a number of other gentlemen, in the pub- 
lic room of the Mansion House, when Dr. 
Maddox suddenly appeared. Without a wora 
of warning Maddox seized the long beard of 
Dixon, and, jerking it downward, spat in the 
latier’s face. 

This, of course, called tor blood, and Dixon, 
without saying a word, walked away and 
armed himself. Within an hour or two after- 
ward. as Maddox was walking Letween the old 
City Hotel and the market, somebody called 
out to him, ‘‘Look out, Dixon is going to shoot 
you!’’ He turned, drawing his pistol as he 
didso. Dixon gotthe first shot. but Maddox 
proved the best marksman. His antagon- 
ist fell in the street mortally 
wounded, and though realizing his 
condition, he said toan old negro man who 
had come to his assistance, ‘‘I want you to 
remember that he fired first.’’ *“‘Oh, no, 
massa, I can’t do dat,’’ replied the old man, 
‘*you shot fust.’’ This instance is still talked 
ofamongthe citizens of Alexandria as illus- 


| trating the ‘‘ruling passion strong in death.’’

By tbis marriage 
he became possessed of a plantation, but was 
not, as is reported, one of the wealthiest of that 
class in tbe State. A younger brother of the 
deceased, Mr. Pratt Dixon, is now employed in 
the Treasury Department here, but his appoint- 
ment was not obtained by Congressman Single- 
ton. Only afew years ago Pratt Dixon was one 
of the Senate pages, and he owea his present 
position to his own efforts more than anything 
else. Whena page he attended to his duties 
promptly and faithfully andthus worked him- 
selfup. Heis described by those who know 
him asaguiet, industrious young man. His 
uncle, Turner Dixon, was, during his life, one 
ofthe most prominent and influential citizens 
of Fauquier county. 


A GENERAL DEFENSE OF THE DEAD MAN’S CIIAR- 
ACTER BY HIS MOTHER AND SISTER. 


A Post reporter airected his steps, Friday 
night, to the neat two-story house No. 1424 
Rhode Island avenue, where reside the mother, 
sister and brother of Henry Dixon, recently 
killed in Yazoo county, Miss. Ot the three rel- 
atives named, the brother, Clarence Pratt 
Dixon, was out, but Mrs. Dixon and Mrs. Laura 
Shoemaker, the sister of the deceased, talked 
readily to the reporter. 

‘*‘In the first place,’’ said Mr. Shoemaker, 
‘*‘the Post has certainly, though I do not be- 
lieve willingly, misrepresented the character 
of my brother. But lam not goingto ask you 
to take only my assertion for his good charac- 
ter. Before I say anything of my knowledge of 
him, I want to show these extracts trom Missis- 
sippi papers,of comparatively recent date, full 
of praise for his gallantry and manliness. Be- 
sides that he was presented not 
long ago with A handsome gold 
watch as a_ testimonial from the citi- 
zens, and also with a solid silver pitcher. 
Tnese were public recognitions. He has been 
called a carpet-bagger. This 1s not so. He 
was a Southern man, born in Virginia, and 
went to Mississippi When eighteen years old, 
He married Miss Amy Michie, onlv daughter of 
Major Michie, aud a member-.of a most influen- 
tialtamily.

Close of a Brilliant Season—Popular Prices— 
The Stars—Patti’s Bénefit, Etc. 


{From the Cincinnati Gazette. } 

LONDON, August 1.—The long, successful and 
brilliant opera season cf London has nowcome 
toaclose, Such an array of talent never per- 
haps congregated in any other city but London 
atthe sametimse. The great and the rich of 
that great metropolis no doubt return content 
to their country homes and huntin ounds, 
after having heard the best the oaealane give 
in song. The poorer classes have also been in- 
vited. The last week of ‘‘Her Majesty’s Thea- 
ter’’ has been one of popular prices; but 
complaints were heard from all sides that 
the prime donne had lett most of their best 
solos out and much scenery had been curtailed 


for this last week of cheap tickets. It seems 
that high prices for opera are inevitable, and 
no reasonably cheap tickets can be put- up so 
long as the prime donne are paid such exorbi- 
tantsums. And that, too, alter all, scems but 
a littie part of the general expenses; the cho- 
ruses number over a hundred men and women, 
who make singing a profession; the orchestra 
of all those grand opera-houses consists of over 
a hundred pieces; the magnificent and gigan- 
tic sceneries—as, for instance, the bridge 
scene in ‘‘Dinorah,’’ where the cascades are of 
real water tombling from over twelve feet high 
— must necessarily incur great expense to keep 
up. Americanscry at hizh prices in America, 
but on traveling abroad they very soon learn 
it is the same the world over. In Covent Gar- 
den andin ber Majesty’s Theater it is impossi- 
ble to get a boxin the first und second tiers: 
they are rented by the year to individuals, and 
uniess the invitation is extended by the box- 
holders, one stands a very poor chance of get- 
ting any of the best seats inthe house. Keep- 
ing a box atthe ope:ais as expensive as keep- 
ing a von and in Europe it is, like the 
carriage, a favorite place for ladies to display 
their toilets and jewels. The best attainable 
places srethe orchestra stalls, which corre- 
spond to the orchestra seats in America. 
The usual price for these 
$5 50, and on extra occasions, such as 
for Patti’s benefit, for instance, it is $7. 

The constellation of great stars this last sea- 
eon in London were: Patti, Nilsson, Gerster, 
Trebelli, Kellogg, Minnie Hauck and a new one. 
This iswhatthe English papers say of her: 
‘‘The charming Mile. Maurie Vanzanat, who 
mace a brijliant debut as Zerlina in ‘Don Gio- 
vanni,’ and undertook at the shortest notice, 
ateach time, without a complete rehearsal, 
the parts of Amina in ‘La Sonnambula,’ and of 
Chernbiniin ‘‘The Marriage of Figaro.’ Thera 
was much to admire both Pn ber Cherubini and 
in ber Amina; but this latter impersonation 
was marked by an impulsiveness and acharm 
which carried us back to the first performances 
of Adelina Patti.’’ 

Very tew new operas have been introduced 
in London this season. The following list of 
new operas wasin Mr. Gye’s prospectus.

She is most charin- 
ing in the character of Rosinainthe ‘‘Barbier 
de Seville,’’ the opera givenat her benefit. 
The ‘‘dramatis ersom#'’ were’ Rosina, 
Madame Adelina Patti;Figaro,Signor Cotogni; 
Bartolo, Signor Ciampi; Bassilio, Signor Ordi 
nas, and Almaviva, Sig:.or Nicolini. 

The first part of the opera was interrnpted bv 
a most disagreeable occurrence. Just as Patti 
ay ee on the balcony she receives a shower 
of applause, butin the midst of it one could 
distinguish a shrill whistle, producing a most 
unpleasant and ominous sound: immediately 
Patti, slamming the window, retires.

A CONNECTICUT SLAVE. 


A Pension Granted to a Man Who Spent 
Twenty-Five Years in Servitude. 


The New Haven Palladium says that the 
Pension Office has granted a pension toa man 
who was born in Connecticut, was bought and 
sold in Connecticut, and spent twenty-five 
years of his life here as a slave under the laws 
of Connecticut. Old James Mars, of Nortolk, 
Litchfield county, isthe man. He lost a son in 
the service during the rebellion, and several 
hundred dollars ot arrears will doubtiess be add- 
ed to his pension. He never lived anywhere else, 
excepta few years he passed in Pittsfield, 
Mass. Some vyearsago he wrote an autobio- 
graphyin pamphlet form, to which Dr. Joba 
Todd prefixed an introductery note showing 
theold man’s good character and truth{niness. 
The work is not precisely as Addison would 
have done it, but is, after all, a better adapta- 
tion of style to subject than Samuel Johnson 
would have given us. It is remarkably free 
trom large words, and is a retreshing example 


of idiomatic English simplicity. His mother 
was from London county, Virginia, and went 
from there to Connecticut with her mistress, 
The mistress married a Connecticut parson, 
who returned to Virginia with herin time. 
The maid-servant followed the example and 
likewise took a Northern husband. Our old 
pensioner was born while they wece all in Con- 
necticut, but eluded the parson when he emi- 

rated with bis Southern wife and the rest of 

er chattels to her oldjbome in London county. 
After much trouble in trying to capture him ,the 
parson cut the matter short by selling the boy 
to a Connecticut man, and so he has remained 
in the State tothis day. The act of the last 
century by which the Legislature of Connecti- 
cut abolished slavery there, imposed some 
conditions as to children under a certain age, 
so that several years elapsed after the act be- 
fore Mars became free, making in ail twenty- 
five years of slave life for him in the State. 
He ts now in the neighborhood of ninety years 


of age.

All the Cooper Shops in the City 
Closed Up. 


Enthusiastic Meeting of the Cigar- 
Makers at Turner Hall. 


The strikers maintain their resolution to hold 
out till they have securcd what they believe to 
be a just compensation tor theirlabor. There 
bas been no yielding among any of them yet, 
and they declare there shall not be any. At the 
present moment all the co-opershops 
in the city are closed, all the stove 
foundries are ciosed but two (these 
having agreed tothe strikers’ demands, and 
nearly all the cigar manufactories. It now 
looks as though the cigar-makers and their 
bosses wonid soon come to some agreement, 
but there is no immediate prospect of an ad- 
justment of the troubles of the moulderf and 
the coopers, yet it must be admitted that some 
solution must be discovered by which 
the manufacture of cigarsand stoves will pro- 
ceed.

The Cvopers. 

In accordance with a resolution passed by the 
coopers last Friday evening, the coopers em- 
ployed in every shop th Oughout the ciiy as- 
sembled at Vorwaerts Hall this morning, 
about seven hundred in number. Tue object 
of the meeting was stated, which is embodied 
in the following resolu’ on, offercd by Mr. Ke!- 
logg: 

WHEREAS, The boss coopers of the city have 
acted in bad taith in regard to selling barrels 
to bosses who have not signed our contract, 
be it 

Resolved, by this body, That no 
cooper go to work for any boss inthe city until 
Jaynes & Co. have sigred our contract or until 
Jaynes & Co. 
making barrels by all men refusiug to work in 
any shop until said firm has signed the con- 
tract. 

Several members of the strike objected to this 
procer ding, as there were anumber of honor- 
able boss coopers who were conducting their 
business in accordance with the contract lately 
signed by them. 

Mr. Fenton thoug’t a too severe course 
should not be taken; that he knew of 
one or two shops that were not furnishing var- 
rels to Messrs. Jaynes & Co., and their legiti- 
mate business should not be interfered with. 

Mr. Kellogg detended his resolution, s.y.ng 
that it was the only course to be taken to bring 
about a successiul termination of the strike. 

Mr. Scheppenkoetter, proprietor of a shop on 
Montgomery street, between Fifteenth and 
Sixteenth, appeared inthe hall, and a movion 
was immediately made and carried that he be 
allowed to address the meeting. 

Several objections to this proposition 
were made after the vote was taken, 
but the Cha: decided the question was settled 
and Mr. Sheppen koetter was given the floor. 

This gentleman said that he was the first man 
who had signed the contract, and that when 
he did so he expected the coopers would act 
in good faith and notiaterferew h his basi- 
ness. He deelared that he had rot furnis.ed 
barrels to any shop that had nec. signed thé 
contract, and did notintend todoso. He was 
surprised when he entered his establishment 
this pny and found it deserted, and for 
that reason he now appeared and ask anexpla- 
nation ot this singular proceeding. 

During a pause which followed Mr. Kellogg 
arose and asked Mr. Scheppenkoetter it it was 
not bis understanding when he signed th e con- 
tract that he was to furnish no shops with bar- 
rels whose employer bad not followed his ex- 
ampie. 

Mr. Scheppenkoetter replied in the affirma- 
tive and appealed to the strikors to reconsider 
their hasty uction. 

An attempt was then made to make an 
exception of Mr.Scheppenkoetter,and allow his 
men to return to work, but it was unanimously 
defeated. 

A vote was then taken onthe resolution and 
it passed amid cheers and enthusiasm. 

On motion of Mr. Kellogg committees of two 
were appointed to watch each shop ard report 
any man going to work pending the strike. 

A resolution was offered reconsidering the 
resolution offered by Mr. Kellogg and allowing 
Mr. Scheppenkoetter’s mento return to work 
bat it was unanimously tabled. 

Mr. Coffey, the president, delivered a short 
speech stating that alarge number of tickets 
to the ball which woe ee Thursday even- 
ing had been _— sol and he trusted 
that every cooper would be 
present and enjoy himself. No doubtful char- 
acters will be udmitted in the halland every- 
thing will be conducted in an orderly manner. 

The meeting then adjourned to meet to-mor- 
row -morning.
